•STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 


The Students for a Democratic Society (SDS), as it is 
known today, came into b ing at a founding convention held at 
Port Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962. The SDS is an association 
of young people on the left and has a current program of pro- 
testing the draft, promoting a campaign for" youth to develop a 
conscientious objector status, denouncing United States inter- 
vention in the war in Vietnam, and to ’’radically transform” the 
university community, and provide for its complete control by 
students. Gus Hall, General Secretary, Communist Party, USA, 
when interviewed by a representative of United Press International 
in San Francisco, California, on May 14, 1965, described the SDS 
as a part of the ’’responsible left” which the Party has ’’going 
for us.” At the June, 1965, SDS National Convention, an 
anticommunist proviso was removed from the SDS constitution. In 
the October 7, 1966, issue of "New Left Notes," the official 
publication of SDS, an SDS spokesman stated that there are 
some communists in SDS and they are welcome. The national head- 
quarters of this organization as of July 24, 1968, was located 
in Room 206, 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois.

NATIONAL SOCIALIST WHITE PEOPLE'S PARTY, 

Also Known As The American Nazi Party, 

American Nazis, The World Union Of Free 
Enterprise National Socialists, The 
George Lincoln Rockwell Party 

On May 29, 1968, a source advised that the American 
Nazi Party - World Union of Free Enterprise National Socialists 
(ANP - WUFENS) was organized by George Lincoln Rockwell 
at Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1956. It was based 
upon the concept of an international "National Socialist" 
movement, as espoused by the German Nazi Party, which was 
headed by Adolf Hitler. The ANP - WUFENS supports and follows 
the line of hatred against Negroes, Jews, and Communists, 
through speeches, published literature, demonstrations, and 
publicity-seeking devices for the purpose of seeking a legi- 
timate dominant political party within the United States and 
in foreign countries. 

"The Richmond News Leader" issue dated April 4, 

1963, published daily at Richmond, Virginia, stated that 
this organization is chartered in the State of Virginia as 
"The George Lincoln Rockwell Party" and that the Virginia 
Assembly prohibits the use of "Nazi" or "National Socialism” 
in a Virginia-chartered organization. As of January 1, 1967, 
the official name of this organization was changed to 
"National Socialist White People's Party," according to 
Commander Rockwell. 

On August 25, 1967, George Lincoln Rockwell 
was assassinated in Arlington, Virginia, near the ANP 
Headquarters Building. The August 28, 1967, issue •%£■ 
the "Northern Virginia Sun," a d aily newspaper published at 
Arlington, Virginia, stated fcfaa t I 1

however, now utilizes homes of members for meetings. 

According to source, the Michigan Realm uses Post Office Box 
5387, Dearborn, Michigan, 48128, as a mailing address. 

Source advised th at there are no State Officers of 
the Michigan REalm and that I I 

of the only existing unit, is the highest ranking officer 
in Michigan. 

Source advised on May 12, 1969, that the Michigan 
REalm, National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, continues to 
receive instruction and guidance from the National Office of 
the National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Tucker, Georgia, 
which is headed by Imperial Wizard JAMES VENABLE. However, 
according to source, there has recently been some friction 
between the Michigan Realm and the National Office and the 
Michigan Realm has become dissatisfied with VENABLE's 
leadership. 

Source further advised that in January, 1969, a 
decision was made by the Michigan Realm to continue to 
operate as the National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, but to 
operate independent of the National Office.

A characterization of the National Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan, Inc., (NKKKK) appears in the appendix section 
of this memorandum. 



A confidential source of known reliability, who 
is in a position to know some information concerning the 
NKKKK, furnished the following information during November, 
1969. 

Membership 

The source indicated that Imperial Wizard of the 
NKKKK, James Venable, made a statement that the NKKKK had a 
national membership of about 500 members. The source indicated 
that it was felt this was an exaggerated figure espoused by 
Venable in a braggadicio manner and that there were probably 
fewer members than 500 although there may have been as many 
as 500 on the mailing list of the NKKKK in the past. 

Finances 

Source advised that James Venable was interested in 
filing a correct Federal income tax return and showing all 
revenue as received from members of the NKKKK in order to 
protect the Klan from adverse publicity and undue Federal 
investigation. Concerning current expenses, Venable said it 
cost him out of his pocket $4,000 to seat and house the 
members attending the Stone Mountain, Georgia convention in 
August, 1969, and that he, Venable, had spemt in excess of 
$19,000 in personal funds traveling about the country to 
make speeches in behalf of the NKKKK. 

Publication 

James Venable does not have the finances .at the 
present time to continue the NKKKK publications, but he is 
interested and would be anxious to buy a press if he could 
find someone who he felt he could depend on to publish a 
new NKKKK publication.

Organization 

Source indicated that there was no organization 
in any of the states throughout the United States and that 
the strongest contingent of the NKKKK was in a 40-mile radius 
of Atlanta, Georgia. James Venable stated that he did not 
have a sufficient administrative organization to answer 
mail and handle inquiries concerning the NKKKK as a result 
of Venable’s speech making activities over the country. 

Policy 

The source indicated that James Venable was adhering 
to a policy which would involve no demonstrations, public 
cross burnings or open meetings in Klan robes. James Venable 
is stressing two-man teams which is the power of the vote and 
the economic boycott. The policy of the NKKKK would be to 
economically boycott businesses and firms operated by Negroes 
and Jews. The NKKKK should build a strong army of members 
throughout the country to quietly influence the vote. Venable 
envisioned that guns and firearms at the present time would 
"lead to jail" and that he wants his members not to violate 
the law. 

Recruitment 

The source advised that James Venable has a growing 
need for organizers and ideally would like to have four good 
organizers in each state of the national but does not presently 
believe that there are enough persons who support Klan beliefs 
to get the leadership in each state he desired. Nationally, 
the NKKKK needed four to six leaders who believed as Venable, 
but who he does not have. The overall plan for the NKKKK was 
limited to the building of membership of Christian Americans 
who were no + violence prone on activities, but who would 
support the NKKKK ixnancially and believed in the power of 
the vote to oppress the Negro community. James Venable 
thought that recruiting of this nature was easier in small, 
rural communities than it was in large urban areas.

The crowd was small and was estimated at less 
than 100 people. A cross about 20 feet tall was burned. 
The main speakers were JAMES R. VENABLE

The annual meeting of the NKKKK was held on JAMES 
R. VENABLE’s property, Stone Mountain, Georgia, on August 
30, 1969. Although a number of States had representatives 
at the meeting, it was the poorest showing of all the NKKKK 
rallies. There probably would have been a larger crowd, 
but VENABLE had forgotten about the meeting and did not have 
everything prepared as he should have. The rally seemed to be 
a last-minute throw- tog ether.

The annual NKKKK rally was held at Stone Mountain, 
Georgia, during the Labor Day weekend, August 30-31, 1969. 

The rally attracted approximately 100 people, and was considered 
a failure since about 4,000 persons were expected to attend. 
JAMES R. VENABLE was the featured speaker and presided over 
the cross burning. Only about eighteen or twenty klansmen 
wearing robes marched around the cross burning ceremony. 

There was supposed to have been a business meeting on the 
following Sunday morning, August 31, 1969, but it had to be 
canceled because VENABLE became ill and was unable to attend.

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II. FINANCES 

The NKKKK has no bank account. JAMES R. VENABLE 
personally finances the operation of the national offices 
of the NKKKK. He has wasted much of his own money financing 
various operations and activities of the NKKKK.

JAMES R. VENABLE was interested in filing a correct 
Federal income tax return to show all revenue he had received 
from members of the NKKKK in order to protect the Klan from 
adverse publicity and undue Federal investigation. Concern- 
ing current expenses, VENABLE stated that it cost him, out 
of his pocket, $^,000.00 to put on the NKKKK rally at Stone 
Mountain, Georgia, in August, 1969. VENABLE also stated that 
he had spent over $19,000.00 in personal funds traveling 
about the country to make speeches on behalf of the NKKKK.

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III. PUBLICATIONS AND PROPAGANDA 


The NKKKK has been putting out no publications or 
other forms of propaganda, but JAMES R. VENABLE does talk 
of writing a book about the Klan.

IV. MISCELLANEOUS 


There is no NKKKK organization in any of the States 
throughout the United States, and the strongest contingent 
of the NKKKK is in a forty-mile radius of Atlanta, Georgia. 
JAMES R. VENABLE has stated that he does not have a sufficient 
administrative organization to answer mail and handle inquiries 
concerning the NKKKK as VENABLE is usually traveling about the 
country making speeches. 

Although JAMES R. VENABLE makes a claim of having 
a national NKKKK membership of about 500 members, this was 
believed to be an exagerated figure. Although the NKKKK may 
have had as many as 500 on its mailing list in the past, it 
is believed that there are fewer than $00 members now. 

JAMES R. VENABLE would like to have several good 
organizers in each State, but he does not believe that there 
are enough persons who support Klan beliefs to get the 
leadership in each State at the present time. VENABLE’S 
plan for the NKKKK was limited to the building of a 
membership of Christian Americans who are not violence prone, 
but who would support the NKKKK financially and who believe 
in the power of the vote to control the Negro community. 

VENABLE believed that recruiting along these lines would be 
easier in small rural communities than in the large urban 
areas.

A meeting was held in Bridgeton, New* Jersey, on 
Saturday evening February 12, 1972, under auspicies of 
National Klan unit Number 201, Bridgeton, which unit is 
presently in an inactive status. The purpose of the meeting 
was to re-organize the National Klan into a local active 
organization. The meeting was attended by 43 to 45 adults. 

Representatives from New York and Pennsylvania 
were present b ut none known to be from the State of Delaware . 

A man and wife I I I 

represented New York State. They were from a city about 80 
miles north of New York City at which a state university 
is located. The majority of those in attendance were from 
the Bridgeton area and represented the National Klan, 

United Klans of America, incorporated, and Citizens Organi- 
zation for Defense Emergency, a local Bridgeton white citizens 
group.
